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Introduction 

This publication is issued each month as a supple- 
ment to the annual Catalogue of Publications and 
Products, Australia (1101.0) of the Australian Bureau of 
Statistics, which lists current ABS publications and 
gives brief descriptions (abstracts) of their contents. In 
addition, a Publications Advice (1105.0) is issued each 
Tuesday and Friday listing publications released on the 
day of issue and expected releases on the following five 
days (Canberra Office) or two days (State Offices). 


2. Publishing News contains brief descriptions of the 
contents of new publications, describes changes in ABS 
publications and shows other inforrsation of interest to 
users of ABS publications.

5. Clients who already use this service and who wish 
to amend their requirements should quote their client 
identification number when contacting ABS. The 
number is shown at the top left hand corner of the ad- 
dress label used to despatch publications to clients. 


6. Renewal notices are sent to all subscribers annually 
in respect of the subscription year commencing on 
1 January. Payment for priced publications is required in 
advance and should accompany renewal notices returned 
to ABS. 


Statistical information service 

7. Each ABS office has an Information Consultancy 
service to assist clients by providing a first point of 
entry to the ABS. Information consultants will assist 
where possible or, where appropriate, refer the enquiry 
to a contact officer. The Information Consultancy area 
offers a limited free service providing information from 
published statistics both over the telephone and over the 
counter at ABS bookshops. The area also offers a fee 
for service information consultancy for detailed queries 
or provision of information from the ABS’s vast un- 
published data holdings, Unpublished statistics cover a 
variety of topics such as small area population informa- 
tion, imports and exports, building, tourism and detailed 
Consumer Price Index information, to name just a few. 
The area offers various dissemination options from 
paper reports to floppy disks and magnetic tape. 


8. In cases where a considerable voiume of data has 
to be specially extracted or where a regular statistical 
service is required, a charge will be made.

National Health Survey : Health Related Actions, 1989-90 ($100.00) 


A package of products comprising: (i) A set of detailed national tables in printed form 
or on floppy disk describing actions people had taken about their health with focus on 
actions taken as a consequence of illness or injury in the two weeks before the 
interview. Actions covered include consultations with doctors, dentists and other health 
professionals, use of medications and days away from work or school, Information on 
hospital episodes is also included with tables showing actions cross-classified by 
reasons for action arranged according to demographic and socio-economic 
characteristics; and (ii) A copy of each of the publications 4367.0, 4377.0, 4378.0 and 
4379.0 which focus on particular types of action. 


National Health Survey : Consultations With Health Professionals, 1989-90 ($5.00) 
Contains national staticcs about the number of consultations, reasons for consultations 
and demographic and socio-economic characteristics of persons consulting doctors, 
dentists and other health professionals such as optometrists, physiotherapists, 
psychologists and chiropractors. 

National Health Survey : Use of Medications, 1989-90 ($5.00) 

Contains national statistics about the levels and reasons for usage of medications, and 
the demographic and socio-economic characteristics of persons involved. Selected 
information is also provided about type of medication and duration and frequency of 
use in respect of pain relievers, sedatives and tranquillizers. 

National Health Survey : Screening for Breast and Cervical Cancer, 1989-90 ($5.00) 
Contains 1,ational statistics about women’s awareness and use of screening services and 
techniques for breast and cervical cancer cross-classified by selected demographic and 
socio-economic characteristics. 

National Health Survey ; Children’s Immunisation, 1989-90 ($5.00) 

Contains national statistics on the immunisation status of children aged 0-6 years 


against whooping cough, diphtheria, tetanus, poliomyelitis, measles and mumps, and the 
characteristics of the children and persons responsible for them.
